LaTTLE. real concern is manifested 
by the Legislature about the loss of the 
‘‘Sacred School Fund.” Since the re- 
cent revelation the fund question, like 
BanqQvuo’s ghost, has come up at every 
turn, and countless columns of indiffer- 
ent rhetoric have been manufactured 
for publie delectation. A few members 
geem sincerely grieved over the fact 
that the grand disappearance involves 
a heartless swindle of school children, 
and are evidently determined to probe 
the rascality to the bottom, no matter 
what the result nor where the blame 
will fall. But by far the greater num- 
ber care less for the robbery than the 
fact that its exposure may prove dam- 
aging to the Radical party in Tennes- 
see. Here is where the shoe pinches. 
It matters little to the majority wheth- 
er the robbery be a few hundred thou- 
sands or a few millions, if the 
party” but escape the damaging 
consequences of exposed criminal- 
ity. The legislators implicated are 
men who direct “the party,” with 
few exceptions.

Rebel’’ newspapers and 
orators are not apt to allow these facts 
to mildew for want. of airing; so it be- 
comes necessary to save “the party” at 
any hazard. This isto bedone by white- 
washing. The legislators most fierce 
in general denunciations of the scoun- 
drelism are already most industrious in 
preparing the whitewash with which 
to render the stained garments of their 
brethren immaculate. That terrible 
fellow, Nopsopy, is to shoulder the 
blame. The whitewash brush will pass 
him by in the grand rounds; but, drip- 
ping with the lacteous compound, it 
will gently descend on the backs of the 


_ guilty, who will be returned to the 


bosoms of their anxious constituents 
pure as unborn babes. No one will be 
expelled, unless it be some luckless 
wight whose insignificance may cause 
his selection as an example. It may 
be necessary to furnish an example, as 
asopto CERBERUS; but that will be 
all. Loyalty will then be vindicated. 
Vive whitewash! 

It will be seen from our special dis- 
patches this morning that the counties 
of Tipton and Fayette have been 
thrown out, and that the certificate of 
election to Congress has been given to 
WINFIELD JERUSALEM SmitH.

WASHINGTON. 

More Bonds for the Union Pacific 
Railread—The Mississippi (ase— 
Virginia—Affairs in Paraguay, 
Wasminoron, February 11.—The Gov- 

ernment has agreed to issue bonds for 

forty miles more to the Union Pacific 

Railroad Conipany, reserving a large 

amount of first mortgage bonds for the 

complete construction hereafter. These 
bonds are to be deposited in the Sub- 

Treasury at New York. 

The Reconstruction Committee is exhib- 
iting indications of deciding to recall the 
Mississippi Convention to make another 
State Constitution. It is said the Senate 
Judiciary Committee has determined to 
report in favor of a modification of the 
Constitution of Virginia as suggested by 
the Committee of nine. 

The Secretary ot the Navy to-day sent to 
the House a voluminous correspondence 
relating to affairs in Paraguay. It appears 
that on the 4th of December Admiral Davis 
addressed a letter to President Lopez, in 
which he says: “ It does not belong to me 
to define or even consider the status of 
Bliex and Mastennan, but on this subject 
your Excellency will, Ido not doubt, re- 
pose confidence in the justice and friend- 
ship of the United States, which has afford- 
ed your Excellency many recent proofs of 
its respect and sympathy.“ 

Mr. Lopez replied that those persons 
were criminals deeply committed in the 
affair of a horrible conspiracy, and very 
particularly the former, and that he would 
cheerfully consent to the delivery of the 
criminals, provided it was requested in a 
proper manner, and were in conformity 
with the fact of their being accomplices of 
ex-Minister Washburne, and that the 
first named was intimately acquainted 
with his intrigues in the character ofa 
conspirator and agent of the enemy, of 
which he is accused in thé national tri- 
bunals. 

To this Admiral Davis responded that it 
was no part of his official duty, either to 
offer or refuse any terms which would 
affect the leading criminal condition of 
those two persons. And again referring 
to the friendship of the United States 
toward Paraguay, he asked that Bliss and 
Washburne be embarked on board of his 
vessel, subject to the disposition of the 
Government of the United States, of 
whose justice and friendly sentiment 
Lopez could entertain no doubt. 

Lopez acceded to the request, saying, 
however, that it could not be complied 
with in the sense of a reclamation, but as 
a graceful courtesy on the part of the 
Government of Paraguay toward the 
United States.

Last of the D’Arcy MeGee Bloody 
Drama—Execution of Whelan—He 
Does net Confess the Marder, and 
Swings into Eternity with a Prayer. 
Ottawa, February 11.—The morning 

opened dull, with drizzling snow. The 
country people began to arrive at an early 
hour and set about securing good positions 
to see the scaffold and hear the lust words 
of Whelan. Up to nine o’clock there were 
about three hundred people on the east 
side of the jail, and by 10:30 the crowd had 
increased to 7,000 or 8,000, but all was 
quiet and orderly. 

At ten o’clock the prison physician re- 
ported that Whelan was in good nerve, 
and that no agitation or flurry was notice- 
able in him, and a short time after the 
Sheriff announced everything in readi- 
ness for the execution. At eleven o'clock 
Whelan was pinioned, and accompanied by 
the Sheriff and three priests, was led from. 
the prison, looking very pale and excited, 
but he moved along with a firm step, and 
mounted the stairway to the scaffold, re- 
sponding as he walked distinctly to the 
prayer ofthe priest. After the pater noster 
had been repeated he said: I beg pardon 
for any offense I may have committed; I 
forgive all parties who have injured me; I 
ask forgiveness from any one I may have 
injured. God save Ireland! and God save 
my soul!“ The executioner then pulled 
on the white cap and drew it over his face 
and adjusted the rope, and in a few 
minntes the drop fell, and Whelan hung 
by the neck for four minutes suffering in- 
tensely, and then breathed no more, 

It is ramored that Whelan left a written 
paper in the custody of the Sheriff, the 
purport of which is not made public as 
yet.

Secretary McCulloch has written to 
Assistant United States Treasurer Van 
Dyck, that he shall cancel the odd lots of 
bends held by him amounting to 900,000. | 1 
He also states that under no circumstances 
will he sell any gold-bearing bonds during 
his remaining term of office. This sets at 
rest the rumor that he would sell bonds 
this month. 

Many inquiries are being made as to the 
exact terms of the bill recently passed by 
the House to allow deputy collectors and 
assistant assessors of internal revenue, 
| acting as collectors or assessors, the pay of 
collectors and assessors. The following is 
the exact phraseology of the bill: 

Be it enacted, etc., That any deputy col- 
lector or assistant assessor of internal rev- 
enue who has performed, or may hereafter 

under vor requirement 
of the law, the duties of collector of inter- 
nal revenue or assessor of internal rev- 
enue, in consequence of any vacancy in 
the office of such collector or assessor, or 
on account of the suspension from duty or 
— — disability from sickness or 
other of such collector or assessor, 
shall be entitled and receive the same pay 
and compensation as is provided for such 
collectors or assessors in the districts re- 
spectively, but no such payment shall ‘in 
any case be made where the collector or 
assessor has received or may — com- 
pensation for services rendered during the 
same period of time. 

An important bill has been reported in 
Congress by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. It is to prevent the increase of 
the national debt by repealing all laws 
authorizing the issue of gold-bearing 
bonds and all bonds except those which 
are due to the different Pacific Railway | ®t 
lines. It forbids the payment of commis- 
sions for the negotiations of government 
securities, and directs that all sales of 


bonds and coin shall take place by public 
auction. 
A gentleman of Cincinnati who has just 
completed an extended tour through In- 
diana and Southern Illinois, states that 
the winter wheat everywhere looks well 
7 promises an extraordinary yield. The 
fall was favorable, and plants got very 
firmly rooted before cold weather set in. 
This information corresponds with our ad- 
vices from Ohio and Kentucky. Of course, 
the crop is not out of danger; but it is all 
right so far. All kinds of fruit are safe 
in Indiana, Ohio and Southern Illinois, 
In more nothern latitudes peaches are 
killed. Throughout the South, as far as 
heard trom, the prospect is very fine. 
The disputes now going on between the 
private bankers of New York city and the 
revenue Officers is attracting wide atten- 
tion. The assessors claim that the private 
bankers must pay taxes of s per cent. per 
annum, not only upon all the money ac- 
tually belonging to them which is used in 
their business, but also must pay a tax 
upon all that they borrow or receive upon 
deposit.
